British and American 
official views diverge on the 
question of timing. It Is 
Mr Anthony Eden's convic- 
tlon that ample opportunity 
for successful negotiatlon on 
the Indo-China problem still 
exists. Further, that if the 
kndo-Chinn question Is 
setlied in a satisfactory 
manner, it will obviate 
much of the necessity for 
the American - conceived 
Southeast Ania Treaty 
Organisation. The British 
Government also holds 
steadfastly to the belief 
that unless the free Asian 
nations us oo whole are 
prepared to join a Southeast 
Asin defonce allianee, any 
such {reaty must suffer 
wrave defects. American, 
frankly sceptical about the 
possibility of a Geneva 
agreement without in- 
tolerable concessions to the 
Communists, is of — the

MENDES-FRANCE 
APPLAUDED 


Geneva, June 24. 

A most important aspect of M. Pierre Mendes- 
France’s speech in the National Assembly today 
seemed in conference circles here to be Mr Chou 
En-lai’s formal recognition yesterday of the prin- 
ciple of the national independence of Laos and 
Cambodia, the two smaller Indo-China states. 

Generally, his speech was regarded as show-

“On June 23 at 0400 hours 
local time, the Sovict tanker

“Radio contact with the So- 
viet tanker was broken off after 
the tanker’s master had sent o 
message about the attack of the 
destroyer. 


“FATE UNKNOWN” 


“The fale of the Sovict tanker 
and its crew are unknown. 

“It is absolutely evident that 
the seizure of ‘the tanker by ao 
warship in waters controlled by 
the United States flect could 
have been carried out only by 
an American war vessel. 

“The Soviet Government 
expeots that the United States 
Government, with regard to this 
attack on a Soviot ship on the 
high seas, will take measures for 
the immediate return of the 
ship, its cargo and its crew.

Government insists on the 
severe punishment of the 
American personnel who took 
part in this unlawful act and

South Korea Plans 
Commemoration Day 


Seoul, June 24. 
Korea plans its 
holiday observance 
of the year on Friday to 
commemorate one of the 
darkest days of her history 
—the Communist uttack of 
1960. 


President Syngman Rhee wus 
to make » major speech in the 
Seoul City Stadium as the 
highlight of the observance 
which will Invluduy a vast parade 
by Korea's army, navy and air 
force. 

The 79-year-old President 
was expected to give a hint of 
what his country plans to do 
now that the Geneva conference 
has falled to unify his country. 

In three yoars of Ayhting and 
one yeur of unessy truce, he 
hat already made his position 
clear—the only way his divided 
country will be unifled is 
through more oar. 

On the eve of the war's an- 
niversary, the South Korean 
OMce of Public Information 
issued a statement pointing out 
that “Issues created by that 
aggression are still unresolved.” 

STILL KHREATENS

London, June 24. 


: For the past year, it appears, the British have 
been munching, chewing, and sucking sweets to 
beat all known world records. 


Rationing of sweets ended in 
Since then Britain has been 


14 months: ago. 


Britain some 


eating more sweets, according to the manufac- 
turers, than any other country at any time in the 


past. 


Whatever the deep psy- 
chological explanation—and 
no doubt there are many— 
the facts are that, on 
average, Britons are now 
eating about nine ounces of 
sweets every week, or over 
29 pounds a year. 

Americans are falrly heavy 
sweet-coters, but evem they eat 
only about five ounces a head 
each week; while ot the other 
end of the scalo the French are 
content with two ounces. The 
Dances, Swiss, Belgians, Dutch, 
ond Swedes all cat only between 
three and o half and four and 
a half ounces a week. 


their consumption of tobacco is 
considerably less than that of 
other European and North 
American countries, and that 
sweets are the customary con- 
solation of the non-smoker or of 
smokers who  strong-mindedly 
give it up. 

In fact, the British smoke on 
nverage six cigarettes for every 
ten smoked by Americans. They 
aiso drink considerably less 
alcohot, on the whole than 
elther the Americons or the 
French. 


HIGH QUALITY 


One possible explanation may 
lie in the very high quality of 
most British swects, 

This is a fact which seems to 
be borne out by the fairly 
steady and substantial export 
trade that most of the chicf 
British manufacturers of choco~ 
lates, toffees, boiled sweets, 
and Uquorice carry on with a 
large number of forelgn coun- 
tries, particularly Commonwealth 
countries.

Sir James summed up his 
8,000 men: “They are not 
slacking, but everyon¢ could do 
more.” 

That goes for much of British 
(industry. What we need Is an 
industrial Billy Graham to bring 
a revival of the British working 
man’s pride and enthusiasm for 
the job. For the working man, 
like the rest of us, 1s dependent 
on winning the export. battle,
